A COLONY FOR THE MORAL TREAT­ 


MENT OF YOUNG CRIMINALS. 


Tho C harity W hich 5 t, D© M et* F ou nded 
In 
F ran ce—Caring; 
t o r th e \ « grant 


P a r v l o f t h e S t r e e t * — T he W ork of Res­ 


cu ing C hildren from Vice. 


The name of De Met* i* nn honor, not 
only to France which p rodu ced him, hu t to 
tho whole hu man race. 
Few deserve better 
to be known and loved in this generation: 
yet few i©rhap s of buch genu ine eminence 
ara so little known, and m any now are 
hoUaehold word* who deserve not to lo 
known a t all in comp arison, and by and by 
will sink ou t of sight 
For time is a great 
leveler, and “p u lls down tho m ighty from his 
seat and exalts him of low degree.” 
T hu 
tru e nobleman of natu re was lo rn to wealth 
and cu ltu re, and lived among books, p ict­ 
u res, statu es, rare and beau tifu l objects of 
art, and flowers which he delighted to cu lti­ 
vate. 
Ho was fine both by cu ltivation and 
dercent, and moved in a circle of scholars 
and of influ ential rank. 
Ho bad a natu re, 
however, which seemed inaccessible to th at 
p ecu liar selfishness w’hich besets delicate 
cu ltu re. 
He thou ght it belonged to him to 
give care and tim e to p u blic interests; ac­ 
cordingly he took office and served in vari­ 
ou s fu nctions, till finally he was made p resi­ 
dent of tho cou rt of correctional p olice in 
F aria 
CHILDREN LED AWAY TO PRISON. 
One day eight little children, it 
is 
narrated, 
were brou ght Leforo him for 
sentence for some trifling offense. 
They 
were so littlo that, so it is told, they had to 
be lifted on to the seat« and off again in 
cou rt when brou ght in to be sentenced, and 
then led aw ay to p rison. 
De Metz sen­ 
tenced them to a long term , thinking it tho 
greatest kindness ho cou ld do to these ex­ 
p osed, bereft vagrants, wanderers iu tho 
streets withou t care, w ithou t homes. 
Bu t 
this p olice ju dge, having a heart, cou ld not 
forget these p risoned children, and aft *r 
awhile ha visited them iu jail, where be 
made a discovery, tho horror of which to 
his heart and conscience changed tho whole 
cu rrent of his life. 
Ho fou nd tho little 
creatu res already mu ch worse than when ho 
sentenced them, showing every sign of being 
daily more hardened in evil feelings and 
manners, and evidently u ndergoing a school­ 
ing in crime. This led tho good man to look 
into p rison life, and tho resu lt was th at no 
longer cou ld 
ho 
sentence 
tho children 
brou ght before him to w hat was inevitable 
corru p tion of m ind and body, and his sen­ 
tence* became su ch 
evident evasions, so 
short and meaningless, th a t com p laint arose 
against him, and ho was removed from tho 
bench and given an office where his feelings 
wou ld not triu m p h over his du ties, 
bu t 
still he cou ld not forget, and here again he 
showed his su p eriority to the self.sbness of 
fine cu ltu re. 
Tho French law of th a t time, fifty years 
ago, p erm itted children tinder sixteen, if in 
the op inion of the ju dge they had com­ 
m itted offense w ithou t discretion, to be sent 
either to a reform atory or remanded to their 
p arents. 
In either case the resu lt was ru iu - 
ou s, for, if to their p arents, it was only to 
the samo bad conditions ou t of which they 
had come; and if to the p risons, which 
w ere the only reform atories, it was to still 
worse conditions, which inevitably corru p ted 
them more. 
Here then was an occasion 
taking hold of a heart, the occasion being 
the fortu nes of tho exp osed children of Paris, 
the heart being De Metz. 
He set his affairs 
in order so as to leave hi* fam ily com forta­ 
bly p rovided for, and then set ou t to travel 
all over the world in search of knowledge. 
H e visited Eu rop ean cou ntries, and also 
w hatever p laces in Am erica he cou ld reach 
where he heard of p enal institu tions for 
children which he cou ld stu dy p rofitably. 
Finally a t a little villago named Horn, 
not far from H am bu rg, he fou nd more light 
than elsewhere, and some ideas in op eration 
which gave him more hop e and which fu r­ 
nished him tho bints th a t he needed. 
These 
p rincip les were three: 
F irst the children 
were sep arated into small grou p s, which 
were ru led as m u ch as p ossible like a fam ily; 
secondly, great attention was p aid to relig­ 
iou s training, and, thirdly, agricu ltu re was 
m ade a p rom inent indu stry 
All of these 
facts stirred the sou l of De M et/, and, in re­ 
gard to the la« t one, it became his m ottc 
thereafter to * im p rove the earth by man 
and m an by the earth .'’ 
Thu s equ ip p ed, 
and bis heart qu ite on fire w ith these ideas, 
he retu rnod to France, resigned all his of­ 
ficial du ties, and then hied to his friend. 
FOUNDERS OF THE AGRICULTURAL COLONY, 
A t this p oint there enters into the story 
another nam e, as good, a* noble, and p er­ 
hap s as m nch beloved by the colonists at 
lla ttra y as th a t of De Metz himself, the 
of the Yicomte 'de Cou rteilles. 
De 
Jlp tz and De Cou rteilles had been friends a t 
college and had continu ed their friendship 
afterw ard, being draw n together even at 
th a t early age by 
like tastes and feelings 
regarding social qu estion*. 
De Cou rteilles 
entered the arm y, and the friends corre­ 
sp ond* d, the m agistrate and the officer, on 
qu o- t or*« of p enal reform ation. 
W h?n I ’e 
Metz war o .. *..» traxe.s he de li a’e . to his 


friend variou s rep orts and brochu res, w h i c h 
he p u blished, of hi* d isc o ve rs and exp eri­ 
ences, and Cou rteilles, on his p aiT, sent to » 
his friend ; his work on ‘ Prisoners and j 
Prisons. ” 
To this friend now Do Metz ap ­ 
p lied, fu ll of enthu siasm, bu t Do Ci u rteille . 
hesitated. 
He reminded De Met/, o f the i 11- 
su ccess which had attended sim ilar exp eri­ 
ments in Belgiu m and Holland. Exf» erieu ce, 
he said, had not p roved tho w i s d o m of the 
models w h i c h had insp ire'! his friend with 
confidence. 
B u t Do Metz, glowing with 
a well 
fou nded enthu siasm, fcr ho bad observed 
closely and thou ght deep ly, not wildly, con­ 
vinced his friend th a t certain details of ta d 
m anagem ent, esp ecially the p oor and u n-| 
p rodu ctive soil, had been the cau se of the 
failu re of the foreign institu tions 
He de­ 
clared 
it 
fu ndam ental th a t 
a 
u sefu l 
school of reform shou ld bo p laced on rich 
and fertile grou nd. 
Finally De Cou rteilles 
was convinced, and then joined his friend 
w ith an ardor equ al to Do Metz’s own. 
Both these men, fortu nate, cu ltivated, p ros­ 
p erou s, su rrou nded with everything th at ed­ 
u cation, high circles of friends and social 
p rivileges cou ld give, retired 
from the 
world 
together, 
devoting 
their 
time, 
strength, minds, enthu siasm Hto the new 
work. 
They selected a fine stretch of soil, 
p u rchased some acres, hired others, and in 
1839 fou nded tbs agricu ltu ral colony of Met- 
tray. 
Thirteen years they worked together 
there u ntil De Cou rteilles died, in Sep tem ­ 
ber, 1852. 
A fter the loss of bis friend, De 
Metz worked on alone for tw enty-one years 
til November, 1873, when he, too, died 
He 
never relinqu ished his ardent work u p to 
the last m om ent 
W hen over 70 years of 
age he su p erintended his colony and mado 
endless jou rney« over the cou ntry looking 
after the bovs th a t had been sent ou t from 
the institu tion, going to their re?cu e when­ 
ever he heard of one who lacked em p loy­ 
m ent or for any reason seemed in danger 
again and needing encou ragement, advice 
or help .—Chicago Herald.
